Curbs on Executive Pay OK’d 

Under pressure from publie, panel votes to impose limits 


WASHINGTON I A House panel voted Tues- 
day to prohibit financial firms from offer- 
ing corporate pay packages that encourage 
executives to take big risks, going further 
than what President Obama wanted to 
curb excessive salaries and bonuses on 
Wall Street. 

Lawmakers, including Republicans who 
opposed the proposal because they said it 
went too far, said they were under tremen- 


dous pressure from constituents. 

“Politically, it was very difficult for my 
members to stand up and fight this legisla- 
tion,” said Rep. Spencer Bachus of Alabama, 
the top Republican on the House Financial 
Services Committee. 

The committee’s 40-28 vote paves the way 
for a vote by the full House on Friday. Aware 
of its populist appeal. Democratic leaders left 
the legislation as one of their final acts before 


breaking for a monthlong recess. 

Four months ago, the House tried to claw 
back $165 million in bonuses that American 
International Group Inc. paid its employ- 
ees after accepting more than $180 billion 
in federal aid. 

While the initiative lost momentum after 
Obama warned against vilifying Wall Street, 
the fires were stoked again this week with 
reports of a top Citigroup trader pressing the 
troubled bank to make good on its promise

Committee approves 
eourt nominee in vote 
mostly on party lines 

WASHINGTON | Pushing toward a 
historic Supreme Court confir- 
mation vote, the Senate Judiciary 
Committee on Tuesday approved 
Judge Sonia Sotomayor to be the 
first Hispanic justice, over nearly 
solid Republican opposition. 

The panel’s 13-6 vote for Soto- 
mayor masked deep political divi- 
sions within GOP ranks about 
confirming President Obama’s 
first high court nominee. Just one 
Republican, Sen. Lindsey Graham 
of South Carolina, joined Demo- 
crats to support her, although 
four others have said they’ll vote 
for Sotomayor when her nomina- 
tion comes before the full Senate 
next week.

N.C. Terror Suspect Sought

RALEIGH, N.C. I Federal authorities 
searched overseas Tuesday for a 
U.S. citizen charged with plotting 
“violent jihad” as part of a North 
Carolina-based group of aspiring 
international terrorists. 

Authorities think the eighth 
suspect is in Pakistan, said a law 
enforcement official who spoke on 
condition of anonymity because 
the official was not authorized 
to discuss the investigation. U.S. 
Attorney George E.B, Holding 
declined to discuss the suspect’s 
whereabouts but said the public 
should not be worried. 

“Federal authorities hope to 
have him apprehended shortly,” 
Holding said. 

The indictment said the per- 
son went to Pakistan in October 
to “engage in violent jihad.” 

Investigators arrested seven 
men involved in the group Mon- 
day, accusing them of military- 
style training at home and plot- 
ting terror attacks abroad. The 
men purchased several weapons 


over the past year, and, in June and 
July, three of them went to private 
land to practice “military tactics,” 
according to the indictment. 

The indictment names Daniel 
Patrick Boyd, 39, as the group’s 
ringleader, and authorities said 
he recruited others to join his 
cause. Prosecutors have said Boyd 
was frustrated by the moderate 
mosques in the Raleigh area and 


began holding private prayer ser- 
vices in his home. 

Boyd’s two sons — Zakariya, 
20, and Dylan, 22 — were also 
named in the indictment. The oth- 
ers charged are Anes Subasic, 33; 
Mohammad Omar Aly Hassan, 
22; and Ziyad Yaghi, 21. Hysen 
Sherifi, 24 — a native of Kosovo 
and a legal U.S. resident — was

Gov. Signs Budget 
Full of ‘Ugly Cuts’ 


Schwarzenegger uses 
line-item veto to trim 
$656M in spending 

SACRAMENTO, CALIF. I Gov. Arnold 
Schwarzenegger signed a revised 
$85 billion budget Tuesday that he 
said contained “the good, the bad 
and the ugly,” including addition- 
al cuts to child welfare programs, 
health care for the poor and AIDS 
prevention efforts. 

Schwarzenegger used his line- 
item veto authority to save an addi- 
tional $656 million that will let the 
state restore a reserve fund he said 
is needed for tough times. 

The new budget should help 
the state’s cash crisis. It remained 
unclear, however, how soon the 
state could stop issuing thou- 
sands of lOUs to vendors and 
contractors. 

“Those are ugly cuts, and I’m 
the only one that is really respon- 
sible for those cuts because the 
Legislature left; they didn’t want to 
make those cuts,” Schwarzenegger

Camp Raid Raises Tensions in Iraq 


Incident comes after 
dispute over creating 
police station in area 

BAGHDAD | Iraqi forces raided a 
camp housing members of an Ira- 
nian opposition group on Tuesday, 
sharply escalating tensions that 
have been on the rise since the 
U.S. military turned over responsi- 
bility for the camp to the Iraqis. 

Iraq’s government has stepped 
up pressure to get the People’s Muja- 
hedeen Organization of Iran to leave 
the country as it seeks to protect its 
friendly relations with Tehran, But 
the United States insists members 
of the group, which has provided it 
with intelligence on Iran, should 
not be forcibly evicted. 

The conflict reflects the deli- 
cate task the Iraqis face in balanc- 
ing ties between the U.S. and Iran, 
and Tuesday’s incident could be an 
embarrassment to the United States 
since it coincided with a visit by 
Defense Secretary Robert Gates. 

The top U.S. general in Iraq 
said the raid came after a dispute 
about whether Iraq could establish 
a police station inside the camp, 
which is located north of Baghdad 
in Diyala province. Iraqi forces 
entered the camp “using non- 
lethal force” to set up the police 
station without the consent of the 
People’s Mujahedeen, according to

15 Killed After Haitian Boat Sinks 


PROVIDENCIALES, TURKS AND 
CAICOS I Rescuers searched by sea 
and air Tuesday for nearly 70 Hai- 
tians after an overloaded sailboat 
ran aground and capsized in the 
reef-studded waters off the Turks 
and Caicos Islands, killing at least 
15 migrants. 


The boat was carrying an esti- 
mated 200 people when it struck 
a reef near West Caicos, part of 
an archipelago that has proved 
to be deadly for Haitians fleeing 
the poverty of their homeland in 
rickety vessels. 

Such perilous journeys have 


long been common throughout the 
world, but the number of migrants 
risking their lives to cross bor- 
ders has declined amid increased 
enforcement in the United States 
and Europe, and due to a global 
recession that has eliminated 
many unskilled jobs. 


The Haitians had been at sea 
for three days when they spotted 
a police vessel and tried to hide, 
accidentally steering the boat 
onto a reef, survivor Alces Julien 
told The Associated Press. “We 
saw police boats, and we tried to 
hide until they passed,” he said at 
a hospital where survivors were 
treated. “We hit a reef, and the 
boat broke up.” (ap) 


Taliban Recruit

KABULI Hundreds of polling sta- 
tions could be closed in Afghani- 
stan’s most violent regions, raising 
concerns that many ethnic Pash- 
tuns will be unable to vote in next 
month’s presidential elections. That 
could undermine the legitimacy 
of the election, cause turmoil and 
possibly deprive President Hamid 
Karzai of a first-round victory. 

Afghan authorities plan to 
establish about 7,000 polling 
centers across the country for the 
Aug. 20 balloting. But security 
officials are unsure whether vot- 
ing can take place in about 700 of 


them, said Noor Mohammad Noor, 
a spokesman for the Independent 
Electoral Commission, 

At least 500 will probably not 
open because of security fears, 
according to a Western official 
working on the elections who spoke 
on condition of anonymity. 

Alow turnout in Pashtun areas 
could cost Karzai support among 
his fellow Pashtuns, who tend to 
vote by ethnicity even though many 
of them are disenchanted with the 
president because of his ties to the 
Americans. Karzai’s chief rival in 
the 39-candidate held, former for- 
eign minister Abdullah Abdullah, 
is popular in northern Tajik areas, 
which are more peaceful and more 
likely to have a strong turnout.

Timothy M, Kaine to 
reconvene the special panel he 
appointed to investigate the 2007 
shootings. 

“While we appreciate the hard 
work of the Virginia Tech Review 
Panel, the report issued by the 
panel contains grave errors, mis- 
information, and glaring omis- 
sions,” said the statement, signed 
by 65 victims’ families and survi- 
vors. “We cannot accept that the 
Commonwealth allows it to stand 
with errors of any kind.” 

Many families whose children 
were killed or injured by Cho said 
the revelation last week that his 
mental health records, which 
Virginia Tech had long claimed 
were lost, have turned up in the 
home of the former director of 
the university’s counseling center 
raised too many questions about 
the report’s accuracy. 

Suzanne Grimes, whose 
son, Kevin Sterne, was seri- 
ously injured in the shootings, 
said family members want to 
be on the panel this time, brig-

Auto dealers report 
an influx of buyers 
as rebate offer begins 

NEW YORK I Car and truck own- 
ers looking to junk their gas guz- 
zlers are flocking to dealerships 
to take advantage of the govern- 
ment’s “cash for clunkers” program 
and buy more fuel- efficient vehi- 
cles, boosting sales in showrooms 
across the country, 

“It’s water to thirsty people,” 
said Dave Kelleher, owner of two 
Chrysler dealerships outside Phil- 
adelphia. He said the number of 
shoppers has more than doubled

vehicles to buy ones with better 
gas mileage. 

Jim Aten, 68, was at a Toyota 
dealership in Gladstone, Ore., 
where he used the government 
rebate to get a new Scion xB, The 
car gets about 28 miles per gallon 
on the highway compared with 17 
mpg for his old Ford Starcraft. 

Without the incentive, “I would 
probably keep driving it,” Aten 
said. He said he was concerned 
that the government was spend- 
ing money on the program but 
acknowledged, “Maybe it will 
jump-start the car industry a little

Former Jets, Paekers 
QB stays retired, will 
not play for Vikings 

NFL I Brett Favre won’t be com- 
ing out of retirement to play for 
Minnesota. 

Vikings coach Brad Childress 
confirmed to The Associated Press 
in a text message Tuesday that the 
three-time MVP quarterback for 
the Green Bay Packers would not 
join his team when training camp 
opens later this week, 

Childress told the paper Favre 
did not want to put himself through 
the grind of a 19th NFL season. 


Favre himself did not immediately 
offer a comment from Hattiesburg, 
Miss., where he’s worked out with 
high school players this summer in 
a bid to keep in shape for a poten- 
tial return to the NFL. 

“It was a rare and unique oppor- 
tunity to consider adding not only 
a future Hall of Fame quarterback 
but one that is very familiar with 
our system and division,” Childress 
said in a statement on the team’s 
Web site. “That does not detract 
from the team that we have.” 

The decision is a crushing blow 
for the Vikings, who openly court- 
ed Favre all summer. Adding Favre 
would have been viewed by many

as the final piece for a team that 
already has star running back 
Adrian Peterson and a stingy vet- 
eran defense that returns nearly

He retired again, had surgery 
in May to alleviate a torn biceps 
tendon and then openly flirted 
with the idea of coming back again 
with the Vikings, the Packers’ NFC 
North rival.

M u S I C I Ashley Tisdale would like 
you to know that she’s not Sharpay 
Evans, her character in the “High 
School Musical” series. She’s will- 
ing to make physical changes to 
convey this distinction, under- 
going plastic surgery (to correct 
a deviated septum, naturally), a 
brunette dye job and a no-doubt 
painful transition to dressing 
in neutral colors. By calling her 
album “Guilty Pleasure,” Tisdale 
goes so far as to signal that she 
realizes her henceforth Disney- 
centric career maybe embarrass- 
ing to potential listeners. 

So, what is Tisdale offering up 
instead of her devious high school 
diva persona? Two parts Kelly 
Clarkson relatable pop-rock, one 
part Avril Lavigne faux rebellion 
and a few provocative Britney- 
esque dance tracks. Like Tisdale’s 
makeover, these components are 
far from subtle. Opening track 
“Acting Out” is an explicit rejec- 


tion of her previous persona, boast- 
ing lyrics like “Underneath it all 
I was craving to be wild.”

You can travel abroad 
cheaply if you’re up 
for doing farm chores 

FRESHTAKEl Backpackers pining 
for European adventure have dis- 
covered life on the farm, shoveling 
manure, feeding pigs and making 
butter as a recession-beating way 
to sate their wanderlust. 

Their ticket to an earthy taste of 
the Old Continent is an innovative 
Web site that connects travelers 
with a network of organic farms 
stretching from Portugal to Tur- 
key and around the world. 

World Wide Opportunities 
on Organic Farms, an organiza- 
tion founded in Britain, has been 
around since 1971 but has lured 
many more volunteer farmhands 
in recent years as hard econom- 
ic times forced many to seek a 
cheap way to take a European 
vacation. 

This year, 15,700 of them are 
scattered across Europe getting 
their hands good and dirty, com- 
pared to 6,400 in 2004, WWOOF 
says. 

For a few hours of work a day — 
chores include milking goats, col- 
lecting honey and making compost 
— volunteers get a place to stay, 
fresh food to eat and a bargain,

stay on any other way,” said Alex 
Mansfield, 21, a student from Mas-

The setting was scenic but the 
accommodations modest: several 
metal trailers and tents surround- 
ing a bonfire area nine miles from 
the nearest supermarket. But the 
volunteers, feasting on fresh let- 
tuce and lip-staining strawber- 
ries from the farm, don’t seem 
to mind. 


“It feels so good to be right near 
the food you’re about to cook,” said 
former New York schoolteacher 
Talia Kahn-Kravis, 23. 

Centro Ammehula’s owner, 
Martin Verfondern, 51, said 
WWOOF is not just about grow- 
ing fresh produce. He says it fosters 
cultural understanding, 

“We have Germans and Israelis 
sitting at a table together without 
problems,” he said. “It’s a really 
great way of getting to know more 
of a country than only the national

Rickevs Get Remixed 


Whip up D.C.’s native 
cocktail for a cool 
gulp of summertime 

Your July Fourth Sangria Spar- 
kler theme drinks are a hazy 
memory now. But local tipplers 
have been raising a civic-minded 
toast all month to a highball that’s 
as Washingtonian as half-smokes 
and humidity: the rickey a libation 
that bubbles with such strong capi- 
tal ties that it’s legitimately called 
D.C.’s native cocktail. Served in a 
tall glass, the drink consists of gin 
or bourbon, lime and seltzer — a 
devilishly simple cooler that lip 
smacks of midsummer. 

“It’s incredibly refreshing, 
like air-conditioning in a glass,” 
says Chantal Tseng, mixologist at 
the Tabard Inn (1739 N St. NW; 
202-331-8528). The chilly potion 
inspired the D.C. Craft Bartend- 
ers Guild to declare July “Rickey 
Month,” a second-annual celebra- 
tion of the cocktail in which 15 
local bartenders add a remixed 
rickey to their drink menus. 

They’ll whip up their recipes for 
judges in a night of rickey rival- 
ry Aug. 3. Tseng’s throwdown: 
the Gunslinger Rickey, a blend 
of bourbon, lime, San Pellegrino 
Chinotto soda and house-smoked 
mescal cherries. 

You can down, er, sample 
Tseng’s drink and those of her 
rivals starting at 6:30 p.m. at 
Adams Morgan’s Bourbon (2321 
18th St. NW; 202-332-0800). A 
$10 cover includes a rickey and 
access to the spirited revelry. Each 
competing cocktail includes abase 
of sponsoring liquor companies 
Woodford Reserve Bourbon or 
Hendrick’s Gin. 

From there, the Guild mem- 
bers’ recipes are a study in rickeys 
gone wild. Think thyme syrup - 
soaked limes, purple basil flow- 
ers, muddled jalapenos, water- 
melon puree, jicama-lime soda.

the tart drink became legendary 
— and a more lasting legacy than 
any influence-peddling coup. Gin 
ultimately gained favor as the more 
fashionable base spirit, and the 
rickey spawned a whole lineage of 
lime-seltzer-liquor potions based 
on Rickey’s original cocktail. 

“The rickey is part of our cock- 
tail heritage,” Searing says. “It’s a 
classic because it’s basic, but at the 
time innovative and a bit exotic.” 
Searing calls his competing con- 
coction the Rickey-Tikki-Tavi, 
an India-inspired gin drink with

tamarind syrup and homemade 
“Bombay Bitters” (Garam Masala- 
infused grain alcohol). 

Blending a rickey on your own 
bar cart (or kitchen counter) can 
add a chilly twist to parties, too. 
Simply squeeze half a lime into 
a goblet or tall glass and drop in 
the shell. Fill the glass with ice, 
add 2 ounces of gin or bourbon, 
and then top with soda water, stir 
and serve. 

From there, experiment with 
other carbonated sodas, mineral 
waters and other citrus fruit. Just 
remember: The drink should be 
refreshing and contain little or 
no sugar. 

“Having a refreshing drink is 
essential in July and August in 
D.C. The rickey really fills that 
category,” says Derek Brown, event 
organizer and mixologist at the 
Gibson (2009 14th St. NW; 202- 
232-2156). “It’s tart, enlivening, 
and it’s going to rejuvenate you. 
And it’s not only regionally made 
but also regionally appropriate.”
